REPORT  ON  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 
ON  PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  MONTANA 


GENERAL  ORGANIZATION 

The  State  Public  Welfare  Board  is  composed  of  five 
members  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate  on  the  basis  of  broad  experi- 
ence and  interest  in  civic  affairs  and  matters  of  public 
welfare.  Appointments  are  bi-partisan,  with  staggered 
terms  expiring  so  that  a  majority  of  members  are  of  the 
same  political  affiliation  as  the  governor.  The  Board 
follows  a  pattern  of  meeting  monthly  to  approve  de- 
partmental expenditures  and  to  develop  policies  to 
govern  the  operation  of  the  department. 

County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  ex-officio  the 
County  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in  each  county. 
County  Boards  make  local  policy  that  does  not  conflict 
with  State  policy,  make  decisions  regarding  eligibility 
and  the  amount  of  payment  for  recipients  and  make 
levies  to  produce  income  for  county  snare  of  the  costs 
of  the  programs. 

WORK  EXPERIENCE  AND 
TRAINING  PROGRAM 

The  Work  Experience  and  Training  Program  was 
established  by  the  Department  on  December  1,  1966, 
under  Title  V  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  is  to  upgrade  skills  for  em- 
ployment, and  improve  the  employability  of  welfare 
clients  through  work  experience  and/ or  vocational 
training.  These  programs  were  established  on  a  pilot  or 
demonstration  basis  financed  with  100  percent  Federal 
funds  for  a  one-year  period. 

Projects  were  developed  in  Yellowstone  County 
starting  March  1,  1966,  Cascade  and  Blaine  Counties 
starting  July  1,  1966,  and  Silver  Bow  County  starting 
June  1,  1967.  On  July  1,  1967  the  Blaine  County  Proj- 
ect was  expanded  to  include  Hill  County,  allowing  us 
to  have  a  project  that  would  offer  employment  and 
training  services  to  both  the  Rocky  Boy  and  Fort  Belk- 
nap Reservations. 

The  total  project's  enrollments  through  June  30, 
1968  were  300  ADC  recipients  and  180  Group  II  or 
Fathers  of  Needy  Families  recipients.  In  order  to 
properly  train  the  ADC  recipients  it  was  necessary  to 
arrange  proper  child  care  for  their  children  so  that  they 
could  feel  free  to  accept  training  and  seek  employ- 
ment. During  this  time  facilities  were  established  for 
776  children.  Three  hundred  thirteen  work  experience 
and /or  training  sites  were  developed.  Two  nimdred 
twenty  participants  completed  the  assigned  training. 
Of  the  220  who  have  completed  their  training,  169  are 
in  full  or  part  time  employment  and  41  imemployed. 
In  addition  to  this,  50  participants  are  now  employed 
in  nontraining  related  employment,  and  35  participants 
have  successfully  remarried  or  have  been  reconciled 
with  their  original  spouses.  Of  the  93  participants  who 
failed  to  complete  training,  4  dropped  out  because  of 


incarceration,  29  due  to  medical  problems,  23  because 
of  inadequate  child  care,  31  for  refu.sal  to  cooperate 
with  the  training  sponsors,  4  because  of  death,  and  4 
who  deserted  their  families. 

This  program  during  its  existence  made  great 
strides  in  proving  that  the  hard  core  unemployed  can 
be  trained  and  placed  in  employment.  The  program  as 
such  will  be  dissolved  in  September  of  1968  and  re- 
placed by  the  Work  Incentive  Program,  which  is  Title 
IV  C  of  the  Social  Security  Act  as  Amended  in  1967. 
Under  the  new  program  the  Welfare  Department  will 
be  responsible  for  supportive  casework,  child  care, 
medical  needs,  and  referral  of  ADC  recipients  to  the 
Department  of  Labor.  It  will  be  its  responsibility  to 
train  and  place  in  employment  these  participants. 

The  Work  Experience  Program  under  Title  V  has 
served  as  a  ground  breaker,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
new  Work  Incentive  Program  will  be  equally  as  suc- 
cessful. 


FOOD  STAMP  PROGRAM 

The  Food  Stamp  Program  which  is  under  the  Unit- 
ed States  Department  or  Agriculture,  Consumer  and 
Marketing  Service,  was  extended  to  Lewis  &  Clark 
County  on  March  1,  1968,  and  Lincoln  County  April 
1,  1968.  Other  counties  participating  in  the  program 
include  Silver  Bow,  Deer  Lodge  and  Cascade.  Valley 
and  Glacier  Counties  are  interested  in  the  program  and 
will  be  participating  when  funds  are  available  from  the 
Federal  Government. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  enable  public  as- 
sistance recipients  and  low  income  families  to  purchase 
food  stamps  in  order  to  increase  the  amount  of  food 
that  they  may  purchase. 

As  of  June  30,  1968,  968  public  assistance  families 
which  included  3,180  persons  were  participating  in  the 
program.  In  addition,  there  were  707  non-pubhc  assis- 
tance families  which  included  2,973  persons  partici- 
pating. 


CASELOAD  TRENDS 

The  old  age  assistance  caseload  continued  to  de- 
crease as  has  been  the  trend  for  some  time.  .\s  of  June 
30,  1966,  the  caseload  was  4,146  persons.  It  declined 
to  3,683  persons  as  of  June  30,  1968.  This  decrease  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  more  persons  over  65  are  receiving 
Social  Security  benefits. 

The  aid  to  needy  blind  caseload  also  showed  a  de- 
cline from  209  persons  as  of  June  30,  1966,  to  157  per- 
sons as  of  June  30,  1968. 

The  aid  to  disabled  caseload  increased  from  1,488 
persons  on  Jime  30,  1966,  to  1,565  persons  on  June  30, 
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1968.  The  advent  of  the  Medical  Assistance  Program 
has  caused  some  increase  in  the  program.  However, 
this  does  not  provide  the  complete  answer  as  to  the  in- 
crease. 

The  aid  to  dependent  children  caseload  increased 
from  2,087  families  with  6,514  children  and  1,871  eli- 
gible relatives  as  of  Jmie  30,  1966,  to  2,653  families 
with  7,601  children  and  2,330  eligible  relatives  as  of 
Jmie  30,  1968.  This  follows  a  national  trend  in  the  in- 
crease in  aid  to  dependent  children  which  presumably 
is  due  to  the  growth  in  child  population  and  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  broken  families  in  the  total 
population. 

About  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  caseload  is  composed 
of  Indian  families  who  are  for  the  most  part  living 
where  the  economy  is  still  quite  depressed. 

Twenty-five  children  per  thousand  under  age  21 
receive  ADC  in  Montana,  compared  with  a  national 
average  of  49  children  under  21  per  thousand.  This 
ranks  Montana  as  the  seventh  lowest  in  the  nation. 


The  1967  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act 
will  cause  a  considerable  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  aid 
to  dependent  children  program  due  to  the  Work 
Incentive  Program  which  requires  that  the  State  pro- 
vide for  20  percent  of  the  administration.  Day  care  for 
working  mothers  will  also  increase  the  cost.  In  addi- 
tion, effective  July  1,  1969,  the  Federal  law  places  a 
"freeze"  on  the  number  of  aid  to  dependent  children 
cases  for  which  Federal  matching  will  be  available, 
thus  making  it  necessary  for  the  State  to  assimie  the  full 
cost  for  all  cases  in  excess  of  that  number.  Furthermore, 
earned  income  exceptions  for  working  mothers  of  aid 
to  dependent  children  will  tend  to  increase  costs.  It  is 
also  a  Federal  requirement  that  budget  standards  must 
be  raised  effective  July  1,  1969,  to  meet  the  increase  in 
living  costs. 


AVERAGE  PAYMENTS 

For  OAA  the  average  payment  was  $64.59  as  of 
June  30,  1966,  and  was  $64.01  as  of  June  30,  1968. 

For  ANB  the  average  payment  as  of  June  30,  1966 
was  $73.24  and  the  average  payment  for  June  30,  1968 

was  $79.48. 

The  average  payment  for  AD  was  $66.79  for  June 
30,  1966,  and  was  $77.33  as  of  June  30,  1968. 

For  ADC  the  average  payment  per  child  was 
$47.01  June  30,  1966  and  as  of  June  30,  1968  it  was 
$48.27.  The  average  per  person  as  of  June  30,  1966  was 
$36.52  and  as  of  June  30,  1968,  $36.95. 


FAIR  HEARINGS 

During  this  reporting  period  21  hearings  were  held 
compared  with  12  during  the  previous  reporting  peri- 
od. Of  the  21  hearings  the  decision  of  the  State  Welfare 
Board  upheld  the  decision  of  the  County  Welfare 


Board  in  15  instances  and  reversed  the  decision  of  the 
County  Welfare  Board  in  6  cases. 

Provision  is  made  for  an  applicant  or  recipient  to 
appeal  for  a  hearing  when  dissatisfied  with  a  local  de- 
cision made  with  respect  to  his  case  or  when  a  decision 
is  not  made  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 


CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 

The  January  1,  1968  population  estimate  for  Mon- 
tana reflects  that  the  child  population  under  the  age  of 
21  years  is  approximately  300,000.  This  is  a  decrease 
of  approximately  9,000  children  from  the  population 
estimate  of  July  1,  1965.  The  reasons  for  this  estimated 
decrease  are  not  knovm  at  this  time.  During  the  period 
of  the  biennium  beginning  with  July  1,  1966  and  end- 
ing June  30,  1968,  a  total  of  5,944  children  received 
child  welfare  services  through  the  State  and  County 
Departments  of  Public  Welfare.  During  the  period  co- 
vered by  this  report,  service  was  completed  on  4,108 
cases.  As  of  June  30,  1968,  there  were  1,836  children 
receiving  child  welfare  services.  Of  these  children  852 
were  in  their  own  homes;  147  were  in  the  homes  of 
relatives;  505  were  in  foster  boarding  homes;  1 10  were 
in  trial  adoptive  homes;  128  were  in  child  caring  insti- 
tutions, ana  94  children  were  in  other  child  care  facili- 
ties, primarily  hospitals.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of 
chilcfren  in  child  caring  institutions,  particularly  the 
Montana  Children's  Center  at  Twin  Bridges  has  come 
about  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  Child 
Welfare  Services  and  the  Aftercare  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Institutions.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
number  of  children  in  foster  boarding  care  increased. 

Day  Care 

The  Day  Care  Advisory  Committee  to  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  met  a  number  of  times  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report.  The  Legislature 
provided  for  this  Committee  in  1965,  and  they  have 
been  responsible  for  establishing  standards  for  health 
care,  fire  protection  and  prevention  of  overcrowding  in 
the  day  care  facilities  particularly  day  care  centers. 
They  also  during  this  period  consiaered  day  care  rates, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  as  soon  as  staflF  is  available  the 
cost  analysis  or  child  caring  facilities  including  day  care 
centers  will  be  done.  The  Department  continued  to 
purchase  day  care  for  57  mothers  who  were  potential 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases.  The  Day  Care  Pro- 
gram will  be  considerably  accelerated  as  a  result  of  the 
1967  Amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  which 
included  the  Work  Incentive  Program.  This  program 
proposes  to  work  closely  with  the  State  Employment 
Service  toward  the  goal  of  training  and  placing  em- 
ployable ADC  mothers  and  other  members  of  these 
families  in  the  labor  market. 


Homemaker  Services 

Homemaker  services  continue  to  be  the  most  eco- 
nomical and  constructive  service  for  supporting  the 
child  welfare  principle  that  only  after  all  else  has 


failed,  should  a  child  be  removed  from  his  own  home. 
This  service  has  increased  during  this  period,  because 
our  communities  and  our  staff  recognize  the  value  of 
it  in  protecting  and  making  available  to  the  child,  those 
things  he  has  now  which  would  help  him  to  maintain 
his  security  during  the  periods  of  temporary  absence  or 
incapacity  of  either  one  or  both  parents.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  76  homemakers  on  the  staff. 


Out-of-Wedlock  Births 


For  the  calendar  years  1966  and  1967,  the  Bureau 
of  Vital  Statistics  reports  a  total  of  1,783  out-of-wed- 
lock births.  This  is  an  increase  of  149  more  than  the 
previous  reporting  period.  During  this  reporting  period 
642  of  these  cases  used  the  services  of  the  Division  of 
Child  Welfare  Services  for  counseling  and  other  help 
associated  with  problems  surrounding  out-of-wedlock 
births.  Many  of  these  girls  relinquished  their  children 
for  adoption.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report 
414  children  were  placed  for  adoption  by  the  Division 
of  Child  Welfare  Services. 


Staff  Coverage 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  State 
Department  and  the  Division  of  Child  Welfare  Serv- 
ices have  made  progress  toward  implementing  the 
1962  Amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act,  which 
requires  that  by  1975  100  percent  of  the  incidents  of 
child  welfare  cases  arising  within  various  counties  of 
the  state  must  be  serviced  by  full  time  child  welfare 
staff.  The  continuing  rate  of  progress  toward  this  goal 
will  be  dependent  on  our  ability  to  recruit  sufficient 
staff  to  carry  out  the  required  services. 


DIVISION  OF  BLIND  SERVICES 

The  Division  of  Blind  Services  recently  completed 
expansion  plans  through  which  services  may  be  pro- 
vided to  meet  the  needs  of  blind  and  visually  handi- 
capped persons  throughout  the  State.  Until  a  year  ago 
all  the  Division  staff  members  traveled  out  of  the  State 
Welfare  Department  Office  in  Helena  in  an  attempt  to 
provide  services  throughout  the  State.  The  Division  has 
now  apportioned  the  State  into  6  Districts  with  a 
Counselor  serving  in  each.  These  District  offices  are  loca- 
ted in  Great  Falls,  BiUings,  Missoula,  Miles  City,  and 
Helena.  The  Great  Falls  Office  serves  two  Districts  and 
thereby,  two  Counselors  are  located  there.  Each 
Counselor  has  the  responsibility  for  providing  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation  and  other  services  to  the  blind  and 
visually  handicapped  in  his  area.  The  Counselor 
Supervisor  and  the  Program  Director  are  located  in  the 
State  Welfare  Department  in  Helena. 

Aid  to  the  Needy  Blind 

The  Aid  to  the  Needy  Blind  Money  Payment  Pro- 
gram is  one  which  provides  monthly  payments,  in 
grants,  to  those  residents  who  are  within  the  definition 
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of  blindness,  and  who  show  an  economic  need  for  such 
help.  The  statistical  section  of  this  report  shows  that 
the  number  of  blind  individuals  receiving  Aid  to  the 
Blind  has  contin\ied  to  decrease  during  the  past  few 
years.  This  trend  continues  and  is  mainly  due  to:  (1) 
increased  activity  in  Vocational  Rehabilitation  for  the 
Blind:  (2)  greater  efforts  to  restore  vision  and  prevent 
blindness;  and  (.3)  increased  income  to  the  blind 
through  Social  Security  Benefits.  The  July  statistical 
report  of  the  Department  shows  that  161  out  of  a  total 
of  some  fifteen  hundred  blind  persons  in  the  state  are 
receiving  Aid  to  the  Blind  Money  Payments. 


Vocational  Rehabilitation  for  the  Blind 

The  State  Department  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare through  the  Division  of  Blind  Services  has  the  re- 
sponsibility for  carrying  on  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Services  for  the  Blind  and  Visually  handicapped  in 
Montana.  These  services  include  counseling  and  guid- 
ance, medical  examinations,  physical  restoration, 
training,  selective  job  placement  and  follow-up  serv- 
ices. During  the  past  year,  40  people  were  rehabilita- 
ted under  this  program,  and  their  cases  closed  success- 
fully. Some  of  the  jobs  into  which  the  individuals  were 
placed  are  teacher,  piano  tuner,  musician,  practical 
nurse,  car  wash  manager,  and  rehabilitation  counselor. 


Medical  Programs 

Two  medical  programs  are  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  whicn  are  designed  for 
prevention  of  blindness  or  restoration  of  sight.  For 
those  who  are  of  employable  age  with  an  employment 
objective,  medical  services  are  provided  under  the 
Physical  Restoration  Program  of  Vocational  RehabiU- 
tation  for  the  Blind  Services.  For  those  individuals  not 
having  an  employment  objective,  including  children, 
home  bound,  and  elderly  persons,  medical  services  are 
provided  through  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  Medical  Pro- 
gram. In  both  instances  these  services  are  given  to  in- 
dividuals who  are  unable  financially,  to  pay  for  the  cost 
of  the  help  themselves.  Such  medical  services  may  in- 
clude surgery  and  treatment,  hospitalization,  and 
prosthesis. 


Services  for  Blind  Children 

The  Program  of  Services  to  Blind  and  Visually 
handicapped  children  has  been  established  as  part  of 
the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  for  the  Blind  in  Montana. 
Services  include  Counselling  and  guidance  for  parents 
of  pre-school  age  blind  chiloren.  Services  are  also  pro- 
vided for  school-age  children  who  are  blind  or  visually 
handicapped  who  are  obtaining  their  education  in  local 
day  school  programs  in  their  own  communities.  Also 
appliances  are  provided  as  necessary,  which  may  in- 
clude recorded  text-books  on  disc  or  tape. 
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Vending  Stand  Program 

The  Vending  Stand  Program  now  consists  of  10 
stands,  8  of  which  are  located  in  Federal  Buildings. 
During  the  last  two  years  a  new  snack-bar  type  opera- 
tion has  been  opened  in  the  New  Federal  Building  at 
Bozeman  and  a  snack  bar  is  being  operated  at  the 
Dawson  County  Junior  College  in  Glendive.  In  addi- 
tion it  may  be  reported  that  new  fixtures  were  installed 
in  a  hotel  news  stand  which  has  been  supervised  for  a 
number  of  years  under  the  Vending  Stand  Program. 

Talking  Book  Program 

The  Division  of  Blind  Services  is  now  cooperating 
with  the  Montana  State  Library  in  their  efforts  to  dis- 
tribute talking  book  machines  to  blind  and  visually 
handicapped  in  the  State.  Until  recent  Federal  legisla- 
tion was  passed,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  was 
the  lending  agency  for  talking  book  machines  in  Mon- 
tana. Now,  with  the  establishment  of  a  Regional 
Library,  the  Division  of  Blind  Services  is  no  longer  re- 
sponsible for  the  program  but  serves  as  a  cooperating 
agency. 

Recorded  Text  Book  Services 

The  Department  makes  available  text  books  re- 
corded on  tape  or  disc  to  elementary,  high  school  and 
college  students  receiving  services  through  one  of  the 
programs  for  the  blind  already  described  in  this  report. 
The  Division  of  Blind  Services  has  also  expanded  the 
Volunteer  Taping  Program  from  the  original  project  at 
the  Montana  State  Prison  to  a  total  of  14  projects  con- 
sisting of  groups  and  individuals  throughout  Montana. 
The  recorded  text  book  service  has  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  aids  available  to  blind  students  enrolled  in 
our  elementary,  high  school  and  university  systems. 


THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  UEN 

In  the  1953  Legislative  Session,  the  claim  against 
the  estate  left  at  death,  by  a  recipient  of  assistance,  was 
secured  by  a  lien.  The  tien  originally  applied  to  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Needy  Blind  and  Aid  to  the 
Disabled,  but  to  no  other  categories.  The  1967  Legis- 
lative Session  deleted  Aid  to  the  Needy  Blind  effective 
July  1,  1967. 

In  the  fifteen  years  since  the  enactment  of  this  law 
$3,567,562.14  has  been  collected.  This  has  been  distri- 
buted to  the  Federal,  State  and  County  governments  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  each  contributed  to  the 
grant.  Of  this  amount  $1,107,886.59  has  been  returned 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  and  $408,313.32  to 
the  counties.  Under  the  Recovery  Act  (the  unsecured 
claim  against  the  estate  at  death  in  which  no  lien  was 
involved),  in  the  previous  sixteen  years  $957,788.00 
was  collected. 

The  lien  cannot  be  foreclosed  on  real  property  as 
long  as  it  is  occupied  by  the  recipient  or  his  dependents 


as  their  home.  It  is  enforced  diuing  the  lifetime  of  the 
recipient  only  on  a  sale  or  conveyance  of  the  property, 
or  when  the  assistance  has  been  obtained  by  fraud.  The 
lien  assists  the  department  in  safeguarding  the  interest 
of  a  recipient  to  the  end  that  his  property  shall  not  be 
exploitea  nor  pass  from  his  possession  without  adequate 
consideration. 


DIVISION  OF  STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

Renewed  emphasis  on  the  provision  of  social  serv- 
ices to  people  in  need  of  assistance  for  the  necessities 
of  life  was  a  result  of  the  1962  Social  Security  Amend- 
ments. It  was  at  that  time  that  planning  with  and  for 
families  and  children  and  coordination  of  services  for 
their  benefit  was  to  be  done  within  a  designated  time 
period.  This  meant  that  the  department  had  to  gear  its 
recruitment,  selection  and  training  of  staff  towards 
carrying  out  these  legal  mandates. 

The  department  provided  for  a  full-time  Director 
of  Staff  Development  on  May  1,  1962.  A  Staff  Devel- 
opment Assistant  was  also  hired  for  the  purpose  of 
planning  and  conducting  the  in-service  training  pro- 
gram for  social  work  staff.  In  the  past  year  two  addi- 
tional persons  have  been  added  to  the  Division  of  Staff 
Development  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  involved 
with  the  orientation  of  professional  staff  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

Recruitment  and  Orientation 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  increased  demands  for 
recruiting  and  training  staff,  which  has  resulted  from 
program  expansion,  staff  turnover,  and  the  implemen- 
tation of  new  programs,  it  became  necessary  to  look  at 
new  ways  of  accomplishing  this  goal.  Greater  emphasis 
was  put  into  methods  of  recruitment,  and  among  other 
things  included  contacting  the  various  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  state  in  order  to  draw  from 
those  graduates  who  had  shown  an  inclination  toward 
the  field  of  social  work  in  the  area  of  public  welfare. 
Because  many  of  these  newly-selected  persons  were  in 
an  undergraduate  curriculum  somewhat  removed  from 
social  work,  and  in  order  to  better  prepare  them  for 
jobs  in  the  respective  counties,  it  became  evident  that 
a  more  intensive  type  orientation  for  beginning  case- 
workers was  necessary. 

In  the  early  part  of  1967,  a  proposed  demonstration 
project   concerning   recruitment   and   orientation   of 

grofessional  staff  was  submitted  by  the  Division  of  Staff 
•evelopment  to  the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare.  The  goals  of  the  project  were  threefold: 

1.  To  intensify  recruitment  of  undergraduate 
students  who  have  social  work  potential. 

2.  To  help  meet  the  manpower  shortage  by 
working  more  closely  with  Montana  colleges 
and  universities  in  order  to  attract  a  larger 
number  of  undergraduates  to  a  career  in  pub- 
he  welfare.

3.  To  demonstrate  the  value  of  a  professionally- 
staffed  Stale  Orientation  Center  for  providing 
social  work  training  for  all  Bachelor  Degree 
persons  during  their  first  year  of  employment. 

The  proposed  project  was  for  a  three-year  period, 
to  be  renewed  on  a  year-to-year  basis.  Approval  for  the 
project  was  received  in  June  1967.  The  oudget  for  the 
project  was  set  at  $106,.345.40  and  included  salaries, 
office  space,  equipment,  supplies,  etc.  The  first  orien- 
tation class  got  under  way  in  November  of  1967,  and 
through  the  past  year  twenty-five  persons  have  entered 
the  Orientation  Center  which  is  located  in  Butte.  Ap- 
proval for  the  renewal  of  this  project  for  the  second 
year  has  been  received. 
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Educational  Leave  which  is  composed  of  the  State  Ad- 
ministrator and  Division  Directors. 

During  the  past  two  years,  thirteen  persons  re- 
ceived their  Masters  Degrees  in  Social  Work  and  re- 
turned to  the  department.  The  projection  for  the  fall 
term  of  1968  is  for  fourteen  persons  to  enter  into 
professional  study  under  the  Educational  Leave  Pro- 
gram. 

In  addition  to  formalized  study,  a  large  number  of 
staff  has  taken  advantage  of  workshops,  conferences, 
and  various  summer  training  institutes  which  have 
been  held  outside  of  the  department. 


Training  for  On-the-job  Staff 

Various  in-service  tvpe  training  sessions  have  been 
conducted  throughout  tne  state  for  professional  case- 
work staff  in  all  county  departments  and  district  offices. 
The  past  two  years  has  seen  a  series  of  institutes  conduc- 
ted by  staff  development  personnel  in  the  areas  of 
Social  Services,  Homemaker  Services,  Day  Care  Serv- 
ices, Services  to  the  Blind,  and  Nursing  Home  Services. 
Institutes  were  also  given  to  supervisory  staff  and 
county  directors.  These  sessions  were  conducted  on  a 
district  basis  involving  the  several  counties  in  a  specific 
geographic  area. 

Aside  from  the  professionally  directed  in-service 
training  programs  was  the  Defensive  Driving  Course 
which  was  conducted  for  State  Office  personnel  and 
personnel  m  county  welfare  departments.  This  pro- 
gram was  done  in  conjunction  with  staff  from  the  Bu- 
reau of  Vocational  Rehabilitation. 


Summer  Training  Program 

This  program  is  aimed  at  long-range  recruitment 
and  involves  the  selection  of  some  ten  college  students 
who  have  completed  their  third  year  of  undergraduate 
studies,  and  have  expressed  an  interest  in  social  work 
as  a  career.  These  trainees  are  assigned  for  the  summer 
to  county  welfare  departments  and  are  given  limited 
assignments  of  a  casework  nature.  The  summer  experi- 
ence is  concluded  with  a  two-day  training  session  in  the 
State  Office  imder  the  direction  of  the  Division  of  Staff 
Development.  Contact  is  maintained  with  these 
trainees  through  their  senior  year  of  college,  and  fol- 
lowing their  graduation  they  are  offered  employment 
with  the  department.  The  success  of  this  program  was 
demonstrated  this  past  summer  by  the  number  of  ap- 
plications (2.3)  from  which  ten  students  were  selected. 

Professional  Education 

The  Educational  Leave  Program  is  focused  toward 
educational  leave  for  undergraduate  and/or  graduate 
training  leading  to  a  masters  Degree  in  Social  Work  or 
other  appropriate  degrees.  This  program  is  evaluated 
and  revised  on  a  continuing  basis  ny  the  Committee  on 


MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  Old  Age 
Assistance  Vendor  program,  commonly  known  as  the 
Kerr-Mills  Program,  continued  in  effect  through  Jime 
30,  1967.  The  content  of  medical  care  under  this  pro- 
gram included  services  bv  a  physician,  inpatient  and 
outpatient  hospitalization,  diagnostic  care,  skilled 
nursing  home  care,  home  health  care  and  drugs,  with 
the  exception  of  drugs  and  nursing  home  care  of  100 
days.  These  were  the  basic  services  provided  under 
Medicare,  which  became  available  under  the  Social 
Security  Act  that  was  in  effect  during  this  period.  This 
program  included  services  to  persons  65  years  of  age 
and  older.  The  State  Department  paid  $40  deductible 
for  hospitalization  under  Part  A  (Medicare)  and  the  S50 
deductible  for  Supplementary  Medical  Insurance  Part 
B  and  20  per  cent  not  paid  by  Medicare  and  the  $3 
premium  for  Part  B. 

In  1967  medical  vendor  payments  were  paid  in  be- 
half of  1,791  individuals  who  received  OAA  and  1,938 
who  were  recipients  of  MAA.  The  average  payment  for 
OAA  recipients  was  $22.25  and  the  average  payment 
in  behalf  of  MAA  was  $114.61  per  individual.  Expend- 
itures for  total  services  during  the  year  July  1,  1966 
through  June  30,  1967  amounted  to  $3.043, lo4.73.  The 
matching  formula  under  the  Kerr-Mills  Program  was 
60  per  cent  Federal  fimds,  with  the  remaining  40  per 
cent  lieing  shared  equally  between  the  state  and  county 
at  20  per  cent  each. 

Effective  July  1,  1967,  the  program  was  changed  to 
Medical  Assistance  (Title  XIX).  Medical  care  was  pro- 
vided not  only  to  those  over  65  but  to  all  ages.  Money 
payment  recipients  of  OAA.  APTD,  ADC  and  ANB 
were  automaticalh'  covered  for  Medical  Assistance. 
Other  categorically  related  individuals  who  had  in- 
come from  other  sources  not  including  welfare,  but 
with  the  same  income  level  as  public  assistance  cate- 
gorical recipients,  were  also  included.  Children  in  fos- 
ter care  for  whom  the  Department  is  responsible  imder 
the  Child  Welfare  Program  became  eligible  for  medi- 
cal care  effective  October  1.  1967. 

Recipients  who  qualify  financially  do  not  need  dur- 
ational state  residence  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  Medi- 
cal Assistance.  Also,  persons  who  have  rejected  public 
assistance  because  of  the  lien  agreement  are  not  re- 
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quired  to  file  a  lien  in  order  to  be  covered  by  Medical 
Assistance  and  the  relative  responsibility  requirement 
has  been  limited  to  spouses  and  dependent  children 
under  the  program. 

Medical  services  under  the  Medical  Assistance 
Program  include  physician  care,  inpatient  and  out- 
tient  hospitalization,  and  x-rays  and  diagnostic  services, 
skilled  nursing  home  care,  drugs  and  home  health  care. 
Dental  services,  eye  care  and  transportation  were 
added  to  the  Medical  Assistance  Program  and  were  not 
in  the  previous  scope  of  services  through  Kerr-Mills. 
The  Department  continues  to  provide  the  deductibles 
for  Supplemental  Medical  Insurance  and  hospital  care 
under  both  Part  A  and  B  of  Medicare  for  all  categorical 
recipients  who  receive  money  payments  from  the 
Department.  We  do  not  pay  Part  B  $4  monthly  pre- 
mium in  behalf  of  those  recipients  who  receive  MA 
only,  but  pay  the  deductibles  and  co-insurance  for 
those  who  pay  their  own  premiums. 

Total  expenditures  for  the  first  year  of  operation 
under  the  MA  Program,  July  1,  1967  through  June  30, 
1968,  were  $5,795,935.55.  Of  the  7,399  individuals  who 


received  medical  care  during  the  month  of  June,  3,302 
old  age  recipients  received  medical  care  during  the 
month  in  the  amoiuit  of  $280,662.98,  and  1,112  Aid  to 
the  Needy  Blind  and  Permanently  and  Totally  Disabled 
individuals  received  some  type  of  medical  care  in  the 
amount  of  $97,034.00.  A  total  of  $166,5.34.73  was  spent 
on  medical  services  for  1,696  children  and  1,123  of 
their  parents,  and  181  children  who  are  in  foster  care 
under  the  Division  of  Child  Welfare  received 
$7,566.52  in  medical  services.  During  the  month  of 
June  1968  there  were  17,433  eligible  recipients.  Of 
these,  7,399  received  medical  care  in  the  amount  of 
$549,798.21,  with  an  average  cost  per  recipient  of 
$74.31.  The  matching  formula  for  the  Medical  Assis- 
tance Program  is  64  per  cent  Federal  funds,  18  per  cent 
County,  and  18  per  cent  State  for  all  medical  services 
included  in  the  program.  Due  to  the  large  number  of 
State  cases,  Indian  cases,  and  others,  approximately  20 
per  cent  of  the  total  expenditures  is  paid  by  the  State 
and  15  per  cent  by  the  County. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  recipients 
who  received  medical  services  and  the  cost  of  the 
different  medical  services  for  the  month  of  June  1968.
